Those who 
voted for the nominees of the Sinn 
Fein-'parry knew that they were vot- 
ing for complete independence, ant 
for the establishment of a republic 
It was a national referendum on the 
question of self-determination. 


The result of the election was ov- 


erwhelming. Of~the tOl representa- 
tives" in 1918, 72 belonged to the Sinn 
•Fein party, standing unequivocally 
for an independent republic; 6 be- 
longed to the old parliamentary par- 
ty, favoring independence, but de- 
lay in its Attainment; 21 belongec 
to the Unionist party proper, and 2 
were Independent- Unionists. 
In 


other wqrds, Ireland voted by a ma- 
jority of nearly 3% to 1 against un- 
ion with England, a-nd the Sinn Fein 
party alone secured a majority of 
practically 2% to 1 over all its ad- 
versaries combined. • In all Ireland 
there are 32 counties. In. no county 
was a sofid Unionist representation 
elected. In 4 counties only did the 
Unionists poll even a majority. Tha 
Republicans oa the other hand, poll- 
ed a. majority in_jio less than 27 
counties, and secured the entire rep- 
resentation in 24. In- Ulster itself, 
outside of this county 
Antrim, in 


which Belfast is situated, J4 Repub- 
lican representatives werAclected as 
agairiSt 10 Unionists. In™he county 
of Antrim 12 of the IS representa- 
tives elected were Unionists. In the 
popular vote 311,210 votes were cast 
for union with England, out of a to- 
tal, of 1,518,898, for but-20 per cent 
of the total vote was recorded for 
union with England. 
Of the total 


vote for union, one-half of the votes 
were cast in the single county of 
Antrim. 


The representatives 
elected .by 


the Irish Republicans in fulfillment 
of their pledge,-met in congress"m 
Dublin, organized 
a 
government, 


nominated officefs, created an Irish 
armyj and on January 21, 1919, the 
new government proceeded to func- 
tion.

Now I am aware that election re- 


turns are subject to varying inter- 
pretations, and I believe the result 
of'the election in Ireland in Decem- 
ber, 1918, was so important that I 
want to establish without any doubt 
what happened in that election.

During this period, free speech.and 


all cival liberty seem to have pract- 
ically suspended in Ireland. 


The perpetrators of the outrages 


upon ^the people apparently went 
unpunished, even the murderers. The 
whole force of the Irish Republic 
peem to have been directed toward 
.fconstraining^the Irish people'to en- 
dure in patience the increasing ter- 
rorism to which they were subjected 
by the Imperial British Forces. Miss 
MacSwiney testified both to the in- 
creasing rigor of British repression 
and these efforts of the Irish leaders 
to persuade the citfzenry to patient 
endurance. During . 919 the . Im- 
perial British Forces are alleged to 
have sacked and burned four towns, 
perpetrated 8 murders, 476 armed 
assaults on unarmed civilians and 
13,782 raids on private houses; ar- 
rested 959 men, women and children, 
court martialled 309, and deported 
20; dispersed 959 public'meetings; 
and suppressed 25 newspapers., 


During 1919, the Irish citizens be- 


gan to defend themselves against 
the Imperial British forces. .- .The 
evidence would show that.those as- 
assinated were popularly believed to 
be spies or other special instruments 
of the British terror.. 


During 1919, the British "repris- 


al^-policy was. instituted. It dem- 
onstrably consisted in an acute .in- 
tensification of the already long pre- 
vailing British terror. That terror 
was not initiated by the assassina- 
tion of British military and was not 
confined to areas in which these as- 
sassinations occurred, and was not 
absent from areas when there had 
been no assassinations.

was, 


therefore, not jn the nature of a re- 


in Washingrton has heard testimony' 
from eye witnesses to the burning of 
substantially xthe whole of the fol- 
lowing Irish cities: Cork, Balbrig- 
?an, Mallow, Galway, .Tuam, Feak- 
le, Limerick, Templemore, Ennist^ 
ymon, Lahinch, and Miltown-Mal- 
bay. The burning of .these cities 
and. villages has been justified as 
'reprisals," but where military ne- 
cessity is lacking—and it cannot be 
urged in thia-tase—-I.say to you. that 
there is no sanction in' the civil law 
or in the code of war of civilized na- 
tiojns which justifies such a policy. 


Closely linked .with the burning of 


Iri«h .cities, is the .policy of 
the 


British invaders, to destroy the prin- 
cipal , industries, with'the apparent 
purpose of improvishing the work- 
ing people, who, as a class, adhere 
to the Republican movement. 


Evidence .placed K&ow^the com- 


mission shows that at Mallow, a con- 
densed, milk factory was burned by 
troops equipped with gasoline sprays 
while at Oalbriggan, a city noted for 
its industry, the principal hosiery 
factory .was. totally destroyed at a 
loss of approximately half a mil- 
lion- dollars; depriving more than 
400 workers of employment. 


Ireland is an agricultural country. 


For years, she has, relied upon her 
dairy industry, and she has con- 
ducted this .industry upon a co-op- 
erative basis. Mr. George Russell, 
a writer of note, «n undisputed auth- 
ority on Irish Trade, an Ulsterman 
and a Protestant, gave the American 
commission the following statement 
concerning the destruction of the co- 
operative creameries of Ireland: 


Burning of Creameries 


In addition to the burning down 


of factories 
in or contiguous to 


towns tha.t were burned, the evi- 
dence indicates that there has been 
a persistent and concerted attempt 
on the part of the imperial British 
forces throughout Ireland to des- 
troy her one distinctive industry, the 
co-operative creamery, 


A majority of the witnesses be- 


fore the commission presented evi- 
dence relative to the destruction of 
creameries, from which we select a 
.statement sent to us by Mr, George 
Russell (A. E.) the celebrated writer 
and on^ of the leaders of the Irish 
co-operative movement, and quote 
from it: 


"The. co-operative _rnovement in 


Ireland has gained world-wide recog- 
nition as one of the sanest and most 


the centuries because the spirit o: 
independence planted in the heart! 
of that heroic people before the fira 
invasion of their country, has never 
been allowed to die. 
*' The British policy in Ireland de 
serves the 
condemnation 
of 
the 


world. It is without warrant in law 
or-morals. It is founded on false- 
hood and greed, and it can come to 
no issue except the extermination 
of the Irish people.' The sympathy- 
'of the American people is and shoulc 
be with Ireland in this struggle. •'. 
am concerned with tovknow what we 
can do to make that sympathy ef- 
fective. I believe there is' ampli 
precedent for the recognition of the 
Irish republic by'the United States 
" Precedents 


' Thomas Jefferson laid the basis 


for American policy for more than a 
century when he wrote:

can we consistently refuse 


to recognize people who ask to es- 
tablish our form of government?'
